ATTEMPTS BY THE POPE 


To Settle the Difficulty and Save 


Spain. Trying to Buy More 


Brazilian Warships. 


London, March 15.— The Pall Mall 


Qazettee this afternoon publishes a dis- 
patch from Rome which says there ha8 
been a recent exchange of communica- 
tions between the Vatican and Spain in 
regard to Cuba and her relations with 
the United States. 


The Pope, it is added, is ready to do 


everything in his power to prevent hos- 
tilities, "Which might be fatal to the 
Spanish dynasty." 
The Vatican fhas 


specially exerted its influence at Wash- 
ington and has tried directly and indi- 
rectly to dissuade the United States from 
plunging into war with Spain. 


According to information here, if the 


offices of the Pontiff are accepted, he will 
propose that Cuba remain under the 
dominion of Spain, but that it be ruled on 
the line of an English colony. 


No Senate Investigation. 


Washington, March ,15.— The senate 


committee Jon naval affairs had under 
consideration today the resolutions in- 
structing it to make an investigation of 
the Maine disaster, and decided by a vote

London, March 15.— The United States 


government is (negotiating here for the 
purchase of the Brazilian battleship ''24 
De Maio." formerly the Aqnidaban, flag- 
ship of Admiral Molo, lately reconstruct- 
ed in England. The 24 De Maio is a steel 
sheathed turreted vessel of 5950 tons dis- 
placement and 6290 indicated horse power- 
She is 280 feet long, was built in England 
in 1885 at a cost of §345,000. Her arma- 
ment consists of four-inch Sanat guns, 
four 5-inch guns, two quick firing guns 
and 13 small rapid fire guns. Her crew 
numbers 350 men.

Although I do not think 
Havana harbor Was mined, I know there 
are torpedoes in Morro castle and the 
naval arstaial that can be put in position 
very quickly."

Two Hansons Against It. 


Philadelphia, March 15.—Dr. John 


Guiteras, the representative of the Cu- 
ban junta in this city, in an open letter, 
discusses the published, statement that 
there is a project on foot to settle the 
Cuban Question on a basis of autonomy. 
"The plan," says Dr. Guiteras, "suggests 
for Cuba all the privileges new enjoyed 
by Canada. I cannot believe that such a 
plan la entertained by the United States 
government, and I feel that an appeal 
should be made to public opinion to pro- 
nounce itself against the consummation 
of such a sacrifice." 


He holds that there are two reasons 


•why tbe plan of forcing autonomy should 
not be considered—because it would not 
be right and because it would not be 
possible. In support of the first reason 
he says the English flag In Canada 
"means conciliation, prosperity, prog- 
ress; it means participation in one of the 
grandest evolutionary movements of the 
human race," while in Cuba the Spanish 
flag "signifies devastation, ruin, mur- 
der; it signifies participation In a move- 
ment of decadence and degenerationthat 
has no parallel in history." He then de- 
clares that it would not be honorable 
to insist that the Cuban people remain 
In any way dependent upon a govern- 
ment which has made systematic star-t, 
vation a procedure of war, and which 
under a military authority has pursued 
a policy of extermination. He quotes the 
letter written by ex-Minister De Lome 
in which he refers to him as Spain's 
trusted representative declaring the plan 
of autonomy to be a farce. 


Of the second reason he says: "You 


can wipe the power of Spain from the 
seas; you can crush the Island and her 
people under our hand, but you can- 
not force autonomy on the Cuban people. 
Their1 contention for separation from 
Spain is too just; the gap between them 
Is too deep; the debt of blood, failure 
and desolation Is too great; and there is 
not a shadow of community of Interests 
that can hold together what everything 
tends to disrupt. You can force a tem- 
porary peace, but Spanish domination 
In any form, never. War, with all its 
horrors, will constantly recur."

Washington, March 15.—The bureau, 


of ordnance opened bids yesterday for a 
large supply of cartridges.

Sensational Encounter In a Hotel's 


Dining Room, 


A Biled Judge Belabored an 


Offending Editor. 


Newspaper Man at a Decided Disadvantage In 


the Melee. 


Atlanta, March 15.—The dining room 


of the Kimball hotel was the scene last 
night of a sensational encounter between 
Judge John Berry of the city court ol 
Atlanta and Orth Stein, editor of The 
Looking Glass, a weekly publication. 
The dining rpom was well filled and the 
affair created the greatest excitement, 
many ladies^and gentlemen on seeing 
the blood besmeared face of one of the 
combatants and a pistol flashing in the 
hands of the other becoming panic- 
stricken. 


Both Judge Berry and Mr. Stein board 
at the Kimball and were at dinner at the 
same hour. According" to Stein, Judge 
Berry walked up to him and without a 
word struck him across the forehead 
with a bottle of catsup, cutting an ugly 
gash and knocking Stein out of his chair 
to the floor. Berry then, Stein says, 
kicked him several ttoies in the face, 
making bad wounds. Stein drew a re- 
volver, but in getting it out of his pocket 
he loosened the breech. Berry then 
seized the revolver and pummelled Stein 
with it until he was nearly unconscious 
and his face covered with blood.. The 
waiters and some of the guests sepaAt- 
ed the two men and removed them from 
the dining room. 


Judge Berry's story is that he walked 


up to Stein and spoke to him, saying, 
"How do you do?" Stein did not reply, 
and Berry struck him. The revolver, 
Judge Berry says, was drawn intact from 
Stem's pocket and in order to prevent 
him using it he (Berry) unbreeched it. 
Berry was arrested.

per, but the real trouble dates back some 
months and has a bearing on the support 
given Mr. Stein's paper.

The Irish Question' the Only Obstacle. 


Plans Suid to Be on Foot For Settling It 
to tho Satisfaction of the Irish—Some 
New Tork Views. 


NEW YORK, March 15.—[Special. 1— 


£hero is no doubt that a large section of 
Now York's business community is in sym- 
pathy with the overtures for some sort of 
an alliance with tho United States now 
being extended by tho people and the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain. Nor is there 
any doubt whatever in tho minds of those 
who believe a perfect understanding be- 
tween the two great English speaking na- 
tions would be of great benefit to both 
that Great Britain would go a long way 
to bring it about. 


"There is only one swious obstacle in 


tho way," said a man whose business 
transactions -are conducted on both sides 
of the ocean and south as well as north of 
tha equator to the writer today, "and that 
is tho Irish question. It is true that the 
subjects of tho queen who dwell on the 
Emerald Isl0''do pot now snjoy all the 
rights and privileges to which'they are en- 
titled ;" that they are not getting a fair 
show, in fact, and that the.history of Eng- 
land's dealing with them is not in all re- 
spects what it should bo. 


England's Byes Open. 


"But it is also true," continued the 


speaker, "that England understands the 
situation today much more clearly than 
ever before, and that, seeing the facts as 
they are, the British government is dis- 
posed soon to make radical changes in its 
Irish polioy. 


"I cannot inform you as to the precise 


action that wJll be taken, for the simple 
reason that I am not informed as to de- 
tails, but I can say, and I am sure I am 
correctly informed, that it is now proposed 
to remove all the real causes for dissatis- 
faction on the part of the Irish as rapidly 
as it may be done without arousing preju- 
dice or dissatisfaction. 


"What do I mean by that? Simply that 


there are extremists on both sides in Great 
Britain with regard to the Irish, question, 
just aa there are extremists on both sides 
of every question in every country. That 
there are a largo number of Englishmen 
with rabid anti-Irish views is known to 
every ono. Members of this class do not 
believe that Ireland has any grievance^ at 
all, and, although, fortunately for the 
hopes of Ireland, it is a class that is of 
much less numerical strength today than 
ever before, it is still strong enough to 
make i tself unpleasantly prominent in case 
the steps for tho improvement of Ireland's 
condition were taken with too great pre- 
cipitateness. At the present time tho anti- 
Irish in England are passing through an 
educational period, and while somo are so 
firmly convinced oi the correctness of their 
views that nothing will convince them 
many are both ready to be enlightened and 
willing to grant all the concessions to Ire- 
land that justice demands. 


Ireland Understands. 


"Many in Ireland understand the situa- 


tion perfectly and are doing all in their 
power to co-opsrate with the liberal mind- 
ed in England. Were this not so you 
would bets a great wail from Ireland at 
this time, for there is now much genuine 
want and even some starvation there and 
it could be estremely easy to start a great 
cry of fninine. But, in fact, while some 
of the local Irish papers print the deplora- 
ble facts from week to week, the articles 
setting them forth are unusually temper- 
ate in tone. In the main the writers are 
carefully refraining from §11 trace of bit- 
terness or ill feeling and no sensational 
dispatches of any consequence are being 
sent out broadcast for tho world at large 
to road and to inflame the minds of Irish- 
men in this country. 


"At the same time nothing is being 


thrown in the way of those who are get- 
ting ready to celebrate tho 'centennial of 
the rebellion of 1798. Fears were express- 
ed some months ago that the government 
would be'ag'in'the celebration in every 
possible way, but so far from this being 
true I am convinced from facts which, 
came into my possession when I was on 
the other side and from things I have been 
more recently told since my return that 
action of a sort most satisfactory to the 
Irish will be taken by the British govern- 
ment while the celebrations are in prog- 
ress, or perhaps even before they begin. 


"As I have said, I cannot outline tho 


nature of this action, but I have every 
reason to believe that it will be such as to 
arouse the utmost enthusiasm and loyalty 
on the part of the Irish at home, and that 
the expression of these sentiments, fully 
justified by the facts, will produce a 
change of feeling toward the English 
among the Irish in the United States there 
is no question in my mind. 


Fraught With Great Import. 


"It ia hardly worth wiile to inquire in- 


to the motives of Great Britain in case the 
programme I have hinted at is carried out. 
Besults are far more important than mo- 
tives In tho practical affairs of this world, 
anyway, and it is hoped and believed that 
the steps to be token by the British this 
year will bring Great Britain's subjects of 
English, Scotch, Welsh and Irish blood in 
every pnrt of its vast dominions much 
closer together than they have been for 
many years. 
, 


"I am well aware that there are some 


besides the Irish in this century who 
would cry down oven the color of an alli- 
ance between Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States, but in my opinion these persons 
cannot bo true friends of peaoe and pros- 
perity. Concord between the two great 
branches of those who use the English 
speech would mean such a coalition of 
conservative and powerful forces as tho 
world has never yet witnessed. 


"Should the coalition materialize," tho 


speaker continued, "the world would wit- 
ness such a development of material re- 
sources as is now undreamed of. Great 
Britain and its dopendencies Working in 
harmony with the United States could do 
much greater things than have evor yet 
been accomplished, and the English un- 
derstand this clearly. 


"That such a coalition entered into on 


terms that would impose any humiliating 
or unfair conditions . upon tbo United 
States would bo a good thing no one hero 
Ijelloves for a moment, nor is it prob- 
;iblo that tho English have any notion 
if Imposing such conditions, if for no oth- 
er reason than because they know us too 
well to believe we could be hoodwinked 
into accepting them. But that England 
ih anxiouR for a coalition is, of course, 
I/ntont to tho whole world, and it is not

Great Undertaking. 


Tho year 1897 was a marked year for 


tbo great English dictionary of the Phil- 
ological society. The third volume was 
completed, and Queen Victoria was pleased 
to sanction tbe dedication to her majesty 
of tho Oxford English Dictionary on tho 
sixtieth anniversary of her accession, fho 
formal adoption of the work by the great 
English university was further marked by 
a "dictionary dinner" in the hall of 
Qneon'a college, »t which tho vice chan- 
tellor of the university entertained Dr. 
Murray, Mr. Bradley and others concerned 
in the production of the "New English 
Dictionary on Historical Principles," now 
fairly christened the Ozford English Dic- 
tionary. 


This is the fortieth year since the Phil- 


ological society began its work upon the 
dictionary. It is the twentieth save one 
ainoe Dr. Murray took it In hand. The 
dictionary js now printed as far in the 
alphabet as the great German historical 
dictionary was printed-it the death ot the 
last of *he Grimms, and it has treated 
100,000 words. A generation of workers 
prepared materials. The leaders of a sec- 
ond are growing venerable in the middle 
of their work. When the literary workers 
aro named there are always some Ameri- 
cans mentioned with thanks. In the early 
period G. P. Marsh and E. Grout White; 
in the later the Bev. J. Pierson had long 
since sent in 36,000 quotations, Professor 
Phillips of West Chester 10,000, while Fita- 
edward Hall ranks with Mr. Purnival in 
tireless all round help from first to last. 


The dictionary is pronounced "tbe 


greatest effort probably which any uni- 
versity, it may be any printing press, bae 
taken in hand since tbo invention of print- 
ing, a labor beyond tbe scope of private 
enterprise. It will not ba the least of the 
glories of the Uuiversity of Oxford, to have 
completed this glgantio task." 


Volume 8 consists of words in D and 


E, 720 pages in D, 488 in E. 
The whole 


number of words in D is 19,051, against 
8,684 in Johnson's Dictionary, 10,705 in 
tha Century and 11,181 in the Standard. 
The number of illustrative quotations is 
85,446. More than 2,000,000 slips of them 
had been • prepared when Dr. Murray be- 
gan his work. He announced in volume 1 
that in tbe next tteee years 1,000,000 more 
were furnished. The preface to volume 8 
mentions many new names of readers, Al- 
bert Matthews of Boston beading the list 
with 28,000 quotations, and Halkett Lord 
of Scotch Plains, N. J., following after 
with 4,000. 


Somo of these words in D use tip heaps 


of tbe quotations. Do, for example, is tbe 
most formidable word in tbe language, as 
Dr. Murray says. The article upon It rep- 
resents "thadistilled essence of IS.OOOqwj- 
tations." -"They tire classified and analyzed 
and finally arranged under 184 subdivi- 
sions of sense, idiom and construction, 
and fill 16 columns of the great pages of 
tho dictionary. There is, besides, a fall 
discussion of ;the original of the verb in 
the Indo-European parent speech, and a 
deduction --$f. <the forms in our sister 
speecfi.es ami ^n -the eatliest Anglo-Saxon. 
—Independent.

The executive committee of the Ver- 


mont State Firemen's association has 
decided to hold the next convention and 
tournament at Middlebury July 20 and 21. 
The contests will bar none, even hose 
laying contests being provided for. 


The British government has conceded 


the claim of the United States that the 
three marine leagues in Alaska should 
lie measured from the shore of the main- 
land and proceed along1 the shores of the 
inlets, which are thus recognized as arms 
of the ocean and not as rivers. 


A committee of seven has been ap- 


pointed to investigate charges that large 
sums had been offered to members of the 
common council of Philadelphia to vote 
for the lease of the waterworks to a 
private corporation, which was to re- 
ceive a million dollars annually for the 
city's supply. 


Fire, starting from an overturned pot

An order restoring the wages of the

The re- 
duction caused a great commotion in 
labor circles, it being represented that 
the cut had a most depressing effect 
upon the labor market of the west. 


As the result of vigorous demonstra-

1 BOST VISION OP THE FUTURE. 


President Feels Relieved by the Action 


of Congreu — Secretary Alger and the 
Klondike Belief Expedition— Story of a 
Parvenu 


IN BEAUTIFUL BERKSHIRE. 


Berkshire county stems to be assured of j 


havlag Qraylock set asida as a state reser- 
vation. The petition to secure this park I 
grew out of a widespread feeling in the 
western part of the state- that there is a 
splendid chance to preserve a command- 
ing peak, and to provide for inhabitants 
and visitors a place of natural grandeur, 
which with comparatively slight expen- 
diture can be made aa attractive as inany 
of the features of our metropolitan park 
system, and at the same time be unlike 
any of them. 


The act establishing tho reservation 


provides for a commission of three men 
all to be residents of Berkshire county' 
to serve two, four and six years respect- 
ively, and to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, all succeeding commissioners to 
serve six years. This body is authorized 
to take by purchase or otherwise not 
more than ten thousand acres to consti- 
tute the reservation. The land which is 
available lies in the town of North Adams 
and the towns of Williamstown, New 
Ashford, Cheshire and Adams. The com- 
mission is given the same powers in ac- 
quiring land which are given by statute 
to the Metropolitan Park Commissioni 
and the sum of $25,000 is sat aside to carry 
oat its pnrposa. This is a small amount 
for the pleasure it will furnish. 


Massachusetts Is fortunate in having 


bs*a quick to see the value of preserving 
for public enjoyment spots of varied nat" 
nral Interest and beauty. 
When such 


places are once denuded of trees and 
shrubbery, it is difficult and expensive to 
restore their attractiveness. Our parks 
are generously planned, and developed 
with »liberality that »peaks,well for the 
public spirit of our taxpayers and legis- 
lator*. Greylock is one of the most prom- 
inent spots in our beautiful Berkshire 
country, and it was a happy idea which 
prompted setting it apart as a state reser- 
vation.—Boston Journal.

It is well known that Cuba is 
rich In soli and resources, A1J the world 
stands read." to buy her tobacco and her 
sugar, her coffee and her woods. Given 
an enlightened and settled government, 
given security for capital and business, 
nnd Cuba would attract the enterprising 
and speculative young men from all over 
the world. Property now worthless or 
nearly so, because overrun with weeds in 
that luxuriant semitroplcal ollme, with its 
buildings in ruin and its people scattered 


I or dead, would be made to blossom as the 


rose. 
Macy thousands of men would go 


out from the United States to take a share 
In the work of rehabilitation, to invest 
their capital, to give the island the bless- 
ing of American thrift and practicality. 
There is hope for the Cubans who yet live, 
as they appear to be upon the dawn of bet- 
ter times. 


President's Interest In Cabs. 


President McKInley, says a member of 


the cabinet who knows whereof he speaks, 
has not gone to bed one night in the last 
three or four months without taking the 
question of Cuba along with him. It is 
the one question which has absorbed his 
energies and his thought. After the wreck 
of the Maine the president was for a cou- 
ple of weeks unable to sleep well. The re- 
sponsibility resting upon him worried him 
and led him to fight it all out on bis pil- 
low. His health did not suffer seriously, 
but he became noticeably paler and more 
nervous. 
The strain, the long hours dur- 


ing which it was Impossible to shako off 
thought and speculation and that weigh- 
ing of every circumstance and considera- 
tion which a conscientious man finds un- 
avoidable under such conditions, bad their 
natural effect. 
But this has now to a 


large extent worn away. Since the presi- 
dent perceived the splendid manner in 
which the American people were standing 
by him, without a dissenting voice in con- 
gress, and with jingoism and conservatism 
all coming to the same level of patriotism, 
be has slept better and felt more confidence 
In the future and in himself. 


Compared with the conscientiousness 


and hard work of the president of the 
United States I want to point out to you 
an instance of another sort. It is not of 
much importance, and under the circum- 
stances I do not feel at liberty to give the 
gentleman's name, though I am strongly 
tempted to do so. He is a representative 
in congress from a northern state. He 
was appointed by Speaker Reed a member 
of one of the most important committees 
of the house. This committee has been at 
work nearly all winter upon a scheme of 
legislation which the country evinced 
great inlerest in and which would have 
been of vital consequence to the nation had 
not tbe foreign complications eclipsed it. 
Yet the committee has never once been 
able to secure the attendance of this mem- 
ber. He has been sent for a dozen times 
and has been urged to take his place, but 
has never appeared. His fellow oommit- 
teemen do not know what his views are; 
they do not know him by sight, some of 
them. 
The man spends most of his time 


playing poker and carousing around, and 
he doesn't care a rap whether there is any 
legislation or not. 
Indeed it takes all 


kinds of men to make up a world. 


Klondike Belief Expedition. 


Some of the newspapers have tried to 


criticise Secretary Alger for plunging into 
tbe Klondike relief expedition and spend- 
ing so much of the public money therein. 
But these criticisms are In very poor taste. 
It is truo that at the time the secretary 
asked congress for the appropriation and 
gave the orders for buying the reindeer in 
Norway there were many well informed 
men who thought relief was not needed by 
the miners and that they could take caro 
of themselves. It will be remembered 
that I took the same view in these dis- 
patches, nfter a careful' study of tho situa- 
tion. But there was no certainty that this 
view was correct. It might turn out, aft- 
er all, that thousands of miners would 
starve if relief were not sent in by the 
government. Secretary Algor simply act- 
ed upon the theory that as long as doubt 
remained it would be almost criminal of 
the government to neglect every possible 
precaution. Ho acted wisely and humane- 
ly, and criticism of him in this connection 
is very farfetched indeed. 
The public, 


which believes the American government 
should stand by American citizens, wher- 
ever they are, whether in a foreign land 
or faraway Alaska, will praise rather than 
condemn the secretary for his foresight. 


Besides, it is likely to turn out a good 


investment. Not much money has actual- 
ly been lost. The herd of*GOO reindeer Im- 
ported from Lapland by special steamer 
are worth every cent they cost. Alaska 
needs reindeer, and tho more of them there 
tho better. 
Tho day will oome when they 


may be worth their weight in gold in sav- 
ing human life. 
Koreover, the 500 ani- 


mals could now be sold at about what it 
cost the government to place them in low- 
er Alaska. The war department has an 
offer of §100 apiece for a herd of 200, and 
fcho cost wns between $80 and $90 each, ev- 
erything reckoned in. 


Next Door to Vanderillt. 


I have heard a funny story of a rich 


western congressman. Ho has a lot of 
money, a charming family, and he wanted 
to cut a dash in Washington. So he hit 
upon tho expedient of renting a handsome 
furnished house next door to tho house 
Cornelius Vnnderbilt lived in during bis 
short stay in Washington. To this house 
tho congressman is fond of inviting his 
friends, and to every guest he says with 
perhaps pardonable pride: 


"Mebbe you don't know that next door 


to us is the house Mr. Vanderbilt lived 
in 
We're getting up in the world, you 


see." 


But for the life of him this congressman 


cannot get over his old habit of calling the 
7 o'clock evening meol "supper" instead 
of "dinner," greatly to the annoyance of 
his fashionable wife and daughters.

I sea it gleam from your eyes 
and I see it irradiating your countenance. 
Sometimes I am abashed before an audi- 
ence not because I come under their phys- 
ical eyesight, but because I realize the 
truth that I stand before so many immor- 
tal spirits. The probability is that your 
body will at last find a sepulcher in some 
of the cemeteries that surround your town 
or city. There is no doubt but that your 
obsequies will be decent and respectful, 
and you will be able to pillow your head 
under the maple, or the Norway spruce, 
or tho cypress, or the blossoming fir, but 
this spirit about which Stephen prayed— 
what direction will that take?

But my soul—before this day passes I will 
find out wnero it will land. Thank God 
ffr the intimation of my text, that when 
wo die Jesus takes us. That answers all 
questions for me. What though there wore 
massive bars between here and the city of 
light, Jesus could remove them. What 
though there were great Saharas of dark- 
ness, Jeslis could illume them. What 
though I get weary on the way, Christ 
oould lift mo on his omnipotent shoulder. 
What though there were chasms to cross, 
his hand could transport me. Then let 
Stephen's prayer be my dying litany, 
"Lord Jesus, receive my spirit." It may 
be in that hour we will be too feeble to 
say a long prayer. It may be in that hour 
wo will not be able to say the "Lord's 
Prayer," for it has seven petitions.

haps we may be too feeblo even to say tho 
infant prayer our mothers taught us, 
which John Quincy Adams, 70 years of 
age, said every night when he put his head 
upon his pillow:

much more than its length. 'There were 
a word or two of introduction- and a 
simple speech to the effect that Ameri- 
can people, like English people, were 
probably interested in simple things and 
liked to hear about everyday affairs, as 
springtime, the moon, the heart beats of 
the world and the world itself. 


The greatest peculiarity of Mr. Le 


GalHenne to me is his supersensitive 
mouth. If I were stone deaf, I could tell 
what he said from the motion of his 
lips. He absolutely caresses his words, 
although he is entirely free from ges- 
tures and has .no tricks of elocution. 
He is yet a pleasant reader, but/ oh, 
what a writer! 
Truly he' can make a 


silk purse out of a sow's ear, since one 
of his most charming descriptions of 
spring makes poetical the antics of a 
matronly pig; followed by her ten little 
piglets. 


It is easy to understand his great ad- 


miration for golden haired \vomen, for 
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RICHARD LE GALLIENNE, 


lienne, and after awhile the newspapers 
began to tell, not .of his great genius— 
that isn'f'the.way of newspapers—but 
of his peculiarities and distinctive lik- 
ings. 
Of course nobody amounts to 


anything who has not decided likes and 
dislikes, and as we are all so fond of 
saying this world is free and people 
can do as they please in it I fail to see

tie or his hair a little longer than 
ordinary or inclines to knee breeches 
or finds a loose jacket more comforta- 
ble, he should not follow his fancy.

hands that most strange book, "The 
Quest of the Golden Girl."

A great many other people 
put a different adjective to it,- but there 
must be something else in this world 
except milk for babes, and as it is al- 
ready in its ninth edition there must be 
other people who, like me, found in it 
much that was interesting.

color, and she tells him about two years. 
He speaks of cutting a lock of it—that 
is, one-half golden and one-half brown— 
and he says it seems to him to repre- 
sent her life, only the dark part is the 
golden and the golden days are the dark 
time.

MRS. REGINA STUCKLiN,'IMMIGRATION INSPECT- 


RESS, AND HER WORK

New York, March 10.—For 14 years 


Mrs. Stucklin has guarded the moral 
wicket of the immigration highway Into 
the United States. The plain record, 
"Mrs. Regina Stucklin, inspectress." in 
the blue book of the' treasury depart- 
ment gives no hint of the peculiar na- 
ture or extent of the work she does, 
still less of the conscientious manner 
n. which Mrs. Stucklin guards the trusi 
imposed on her. 


In these 14 years 2,500,000 women 


coming into the port of New York by 
the immigration bureau have passed 
under Mrs. Stucklin's critical, question- 
ing eye, and to her thousands of chil- 
dren in the United States, perhaps thou- 
sands yet unborn, owe their stainless 
birth and the very name they bear. 


She is the only woman in the service 


of the immigration department who has 
the right to sit in a board of inquiry 
and has the same right to sit on a spe- 
cial board as the assistant 'commission- j 
er of Immigration himself. She also haa 
the same power to administer an '•oath 
in the work of the bureau as the in- 
spectors have. Both of these powers, 
however, Mrs. Stucklin rarely exercises 
unless the bureau is overcrowded with 
work or some special case is under con- 
sideration where a woman or young 
girl would be placed in an overembar- 
rassing position without the 
official 


presence of a woman. 


Mrsi Stucklin, with her assistant, 


Miss Taylor, has a little desk in one 
corner of "the center" of the bureau, 
which is railed off to receive- women 
and children who have become sep- 
arated from their party, "haven't tickets 
or are in any kind of position" that re- 
quires some special attention'from ia- 
spectress or from znissKjnaries at her 
approval.

Only after Commissioner of Immigra- 


tion Fitchie had given his permission 
would Mrs. Stucklin consent to talk of 
her experiences: 


"I went into the service'in old Cas- 


tle Garden 14 years ago. For six years 
it was state service for New York. 
When the bureau was turned over to 
the national government, I went too. 
The biggest day's work I ever did was 
to inspect over 9,000 Immigrants be- 
tween 8 in the morning and half past 
12 midnight. I have nothing to do with 
the morals of men except as they con- 
cern some woman immigrant. 
I am 


supposed to see that people who ought 
to be wedded are not admitted to the 
country until the ceremony has been 
performed. Sometimes the men object, 
but generally when 'they find they will 
be returned to the port from which they 
sailed if they continue to refuse every- 
body consents. 
The couple is sent out 


under bureau charge, and when the 
guard brings back -A 
from pastor 


or pastor. 


Every woman 
of that description, 


whether 14 or 40, is held up and ques- 
tioned by Mrs. Stucklin. 


"Where's your husband?" is the first 


question! 
' 


Very often the man whom the woman 


points" out as her husband doesn't bear 
that relation to her and may have left 
his real wife behind him when he sailed, 
preferring the inamorata whom he has 
in tow. 


Then there are young women with eld- 


erly lovers, fleeing from the wrath of 
husband or wife; eloping couples scur- 
rying before the blast of parental oppo- 
sition; girls who have yielded to the at- 
tentions on board ship of strangers or 
former friends and covoyagers. 


All these and many more it is Mrs. 


Stucklin's duty to discover. How she 
recognizes them is a mystery to one un- 
familiar with -the motlexcrew she over- 
looks. There are signs in a girl's face. 
What they are—blushes of shame or joy, 
proud possession of a sweetheart or ex- 
pected husband—Mrs. Stucklin's long 
study of feminine human nature in the 
•teerage has taught her.

power behind the throne of the unlucky 
love affairs of lower Europe and the 
steerage. .After days and weeks of 
watching Mrs. Stucklin's work it be- 
comes apparent that .immigration to 
this country is considered the cure all 
for Europe's unhappy affairs of the 
heart and passion's. Whether in cabin 
or steerage/elopers are detained by the 
bureau if detected. 


When an elc-ping couple appears, no 


matter by whom discovered, they are 
turned' over to Mrs. Stucklin. She 
speaks German and English fluently 
and has gained sufficient mastery of 
about all the languages and dialects to 
obtain all the information necessary 
from the women she handles. Some- 
tines it is a stubborn case, where for 
days both parties deny their relations 
and other men offer to wed the girl and 
even other women claim the man as 
their lawful husband. What tangles 
these women of the steerage and their 
heart affairs do weave no romance 
writer 
of the 
even run the gamut of emotions to end 
in the woman or man being ordered de- 
ported to the port from which he 
came. It is impossible to understand 
the extraordinary scale of ingenious 
plots and emotions the human peasant 
heart is capable of until, like Mrs. 
Stucklin, one spends years among these 
arriving people with their heart affairs 
in full sway.

"It 
is one perpetual procession o* 


novelties in emotions and stories com- 
ing through the immigration bureau, al- 
ways some variation of love, tragedy or 
drama. What could be more dramatic 
than a recent case where a woman, 
tilting on her very high heeled little 


man was sent back to Italy without 
even being permitted to speak to thtj 
husband, who marched off contented an 
soon as he learned his unfaithful spouse 
could not land in this country? 


"One 
strange feature to people are 


the babies born under the shadow of 
the bureau itself. There have been cases 
where reputable women, accompanied 
by husbands and other children, hav« 
given birth to children while waiting to 
be sent back to Europe. In such a case 
the family is held until the woman is 
able to travel again, but the baby, al- 
though it may be born in the Long Is- 
land City hospital or on Ellis island, la 
not a citizen o£ this country because 
the mother has not been admitted to 
the country. 


"The most interesting cases to ma aro 


the many children traveling alone un- 
protected but by friendship and the 
kindnesses of strangers. I think the ona 
case that stands out in all my experi- 
ence is that of a baby boy just able to 
toddle and patter a little who arrived 
without our being able to secure any 
trace of his destination or previous lo- 
cation in Europe. His mother had fall, 
en doAvn stairs on the steamer, broken 
her neck and died instantly. Nothing 
could be found to give any clew to her 
destination. The baby was with me in 
Castle Garden for three months, and 
all we knew was his last name. We 
grew to love the child, and he persisted 
in calling me mamma. Every one took 
to the boy, and his strange condition, a 
little Mr. Nobody of Nowhere, gained 
him much sympathy. 
Finally, after 


advertising, a man wrote from Kansas 
that the boy was his nephew, and his 
sister, the baby's mother, had been on 
the way to Kansas. 


"Documents arrived from Europe to 


prove the man's story, and the child 
was finally sent on to him, but it Waa 
a very sorrowful child -that cried and 
struggled to stay with us in Castle 
Garden. I remember one baby in arms 
that arrived bound for Chicago travel- 
ing-only under the guide of a tag. 


"There are just as good chances in this 


country for immigrant girls as ever. 
But the race of domestic servants has 
passed away. No girls really want to 
do housework. They would rather go into 
stores or shops at $6 a week than have 
a home and $14 a month. They seem 
now to look down on domestic service, 
although my experience had been that 
a girl with $S a week in a store is "not 
so well off as a domestic with only $6 a 
month. 


"Every safeguard is thrown about 


girls and women in this bureau. No 
girl is permitted to go into the city 
unless we know where she is-going or 
unless she.insists,'and we have no pow- 
er, once admitted, to detain her after 
telling her of the pitfalls into which she 
may fall. The missionaries here do a 
great work in protecting girls and wom- 
en. Their work is thorough and effec- 
tive, and only one who knows its im- 
portance in helping newly arived women 
and girls can understand its value. 


"I do not think many girls are brought 


here now in the steerage for immoral 
purposes. Under the regular arrange- 
ments every girl is protected if she de- 
sires it for a year after landing. If she 
of her own volition leaves places found 
for her by the labor bureau WithOXrt 
notifying the bureau arid gets into 
trouble, that is her own fault. 
The 


government has provided every safe- 
guard wisdom and experience can sug- 
gest, and I faithfully try to carry out 
every provision so made and any that 
common sense and womanly sympathy 
dictate. 


"But it is always an ever pressing 


stream of new women with new stories, 
and no sooner do I wonder 'What will 
become of that woman?' than another 
takes her place, and the first drops out 
of sight".
